I tried turning the chart into text via OCR (optical 
character recognition), but the important footnotes did not easily 
convert, therefore the pages are in 800 pixel-wide image format that is 
a compromise between file size and legibility.

>My main points were: 

> 

>1) A dedicated 120V, 20 amp circuit just for hifi is a good idea. A 
>dedicated 240V circuit is even better. 

> 

>2) It should have its own dedicated safety ground, i.e. insulated safety 
>ground wire all the way back to the service entrance, shared with no other 
>circuit. This keeps the noise off of the safety ground, which is often 
>used as signal ground with unbalanced audio lines. The reference stays 
>cleaner & closer to actual ground that way. 

> 

>3) Use of 240 volts to power equipment if gear can be wired to run on it. 
>Reason is to suppress common-mode noise which is often present on each 
>120 V "side" & on allegedly "neutral" wire (which is rarely at true ground 
>from DC- ?? Hz or kHz). (For 120V-only gear, use of a 2:1 step-down xfmr 
>powered from the 240V ct might make sense in some cases.) 

> 

>The 240 V line is balanced whereas the 120 V sides are unbalanced. Same 
>reasoning as for use of balanced audio interconnects to suppress common 
>mode noise.

>Also regulation is much better with 240 V ‘cause current is only 1/4 as 
>much for same power used, important with large audio power amps.

Ahoy! I've enjoyed the string of messages on the Hallicrafters SX-62 
series receivers. The messages were timely as I had mine on the bench, 
trying to cure its slight audio distortion most noticeable on AM. 
Thanks to all who contributed. 


B. Bonds wrote: 
I cannot emphasize too strongly the total necessity to replace 
EVERY black cap in your radio, even the hard-to-get ones under the 
bandswitch.

I have the A model. Upon looking inside, I was astonished to see so 
many "black beauty" paper tubular capacitors. I'm almost finished 
replacing them. The only ones left are in the front end. Still some 
distortion on AM, however. 


Chuck, KB4NEW provided tips on how to get to a couple of well-buried 
ones: 

> Those two caps under the bandswitch are the cathode by-pass 

> caps for 1st and 2nd rf, C11 & C25, pin 2 of each 6AG5 to gnd. 


His was timely advice and I used it to replace those capacitors that 
might otherwise have been a lot more difficult to reach. Thanks, Chuck! 


Al Klase also offered timely advice: 

> The N3FRQ trick is to clip the leads of the old cap near the body, 
wind tight pigtails in the leads of the new cap, and sleeve the 
pigtails over the old leads and solder. This is not only quick and 
effective, but also saves a lot of wearand tear on terminal lugs, 
tube sockets, and wiring. 


VV VV 


I tried this and it worked very well. I wound new cap pigtails around 
one tip of a fine pointed needle nose plier. For capacitors, I use 


axial lead 630 vdc yellow metal poly tubulars and blue Nichicon 
electrolytics that I buy from Everett Hoard at Frontier Capacitor 
(877-372-2341) I have no financial interest in his business, but am 
happy to recommend him as an excellent and inexpensive source for 
capacitors. 


The 500 kHz calibrator was stripped out by a previous owner. I'm 
looking for a 500 kHz crystal, but what I don't know is the value of 
L-7, the RF choke in the calibrator circuit. Does anybody know the 
original value of that critter? If not, would those familiar with the 
circuit please recommend a suitable value? 


Hue Miller asked: 
> Will my SX-62, when fully tuned and to spec, exhibit selectivity 
> good enuff to be a competent FM machine? 


My "very fine Gentleman's Radio" seems to play very well on FM. 
Connected to a Hallicrafters R-42 base reflex "reproducer," it sounds 
wonderful! My friend Hap Perry, WA4UPV, listens to FM on both his SX-42 
and SX-62A, both with R-42s. I was so impressed with his that I decided 
to get my SX-62A going, too.

> multimeters (AVO Model 8) with some white substance. ....... 


I use appliance enamel paint. You can get it in those small cans for 
touching up your stove or sink enamel. It's a very durable oil based paint 
which makes it just right, IMO, for permanently filling stamped or etched 
lettering on panels. With a small artist's brush you paint over the 
lettering, a few letters at a time, just enough paint to fill the letters 
and as thin a coat around them as you can manage. Then take plain typing 
or printer paper, in other words a smooth non-pulpy paper, and wet a two or 
three square inch piece with paint thinner (mineral spirits). Pat the 
paper against a paper towel or cloth until the paper is just damp. Rub the 
paper over the lettering gently to wipe up the paint on the panel surface. 
Each new piece of paper takes up more paint until the third or forth one 
removes all. With a little practice you will find it works very well. If 
there are any imperfections in the panel that harbor small specks of paint 
they can be drawn out with a dampened Q-tip or scrub them out with a 
cut-off artist's brush. Allow the enamel paint to dry for 24 hours before 
proceding with restoration work to avoid accidentally damaging your new 
lettering job. Oh, I almost forgot, be sure the lettering is thouroughly 
cleaned out so the paint will adhere well.
